25. (New) The exhaust treatment apparatus according to claim 20, wherein the 
permeabilities of at least two delimiting devices differ from each other. 

26. (New) The exhaust treatment apparatus according to claim 23, wherein the 
permeabilities of at least two delimiting devices differ from each other. 

27. (New) The exhaust treatment apparatus according to claim 19, wherein the delimiting 
devices are at least partially comprised of porous material and the different permeabilities of 
the delimiting devices are at least partially determined by correspondingly selected pore 

densities and/or pore sizes in the regions.

35. (New) The exhaust treatment apparatus according to claim 1 8, wherein the delimiting 
devices are comprised of metal meshes. 

36. (New) The exhaust treatment apparatus according to claim 34, wherein the filter is a 
sintered metal filter. 

37. (New) The exhaust treatment apparatus according to claim 18, wherein the flow regions 
are disposed parallel to one another so that their inflow openings are situated on one side of 
the body. 
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
